A Pinkerton detective nam ed J . J. 
Riedon arrived in this city a couple of 
days ago in search of witnesses to testify 
in an astonishing robbery case which has 
just come to light. I t appears from the 
story which he tells, that a num ber of the 
employees of the Southern Pacific and 
the express companies which ship over 
that lino have been carrying on a sys­ 
tematic burglary of the trunks of the 
passengers. 
The claims against the 
Southern Pacific Company are said to 
aggregate over $200,000. 
It was about eight months ago that the 
passengers who had traveled over the 
line between this city and N9w Orleans 
began to make complaints that their 
trunks had been opened and valuables re­ 
moved. As the trunks of through passen­ 
gers only were touched it was impossible 
to locate the exact part of the line where 
the robberies took place. 
Detectives 
were put to wogk on the case immedi­ 
ately, but the conspiracy waa so exten­ 
sive and involved so many different men 
th at it was easy for the rogues to keep 
informed of all that was goiag on, and 
thns elude detection. 
Presently the 
complaints began to come in thick and 
fast and the losses to mount np to a sur­ 
prising figure. In one case a lady was 
robbed of diamonds valued at $4,000 or 
$5,000 and had $2.500 in gold coin taken. 
The detectives of the road redonbled 
their efforts, but as they were generally 
known by the employees in the con­ 
spiracy their motions were watched and 
tbev could find out nothing. 
Two weobs ago the case was placed 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
Pinkerton 
Agency 
in 
Chicago 
and 
Risdon 
and several others wetlt to work at it. 
They decided th at as m any as twenty- 
four men, express messengers, baggage­ 
men and others, were in the conspiracy, 
and they finally secured what they con­ 
sidered 
satisfactory 
evidence against 
them all. 
A few days ago the arrests were made, 
and twenty-three were captured and 
taken to New Orleans. The man who is 
considered the ringleader and the origin­ 
ator of the whole complicated scheme 
succeeded in making his escape and got 
off into Mexico. 
The others are now 
waiting trial. 
The robbery is one of 
the 
most 
gigantic of its sort that was ever exe­ 
cuted in the country. The details of the 
affair have been carefully kept secret by 
the company, and none of the Southern 
Paoific officials of this city knew any­ 
thing about it. 
Oae of the witnesses in this city is L. 
B. Beckwith, who, on a recent trip over 
the line, lost a nuns bar of valuable arti­ 
cles out of his trunk, which he will be 
called to New Orleans to identify. He 
will leave today with Mr. Risdon.

As soon 
as they were married the young husband 
took charge of the business of his wife, 
an arrangement which gave the son-in- 
law some little trouble, as his own affairs 
and those of his mother-in-law had, by 
m utual consent, become a good deal 
complicated. 
He arranged it, however, 
in a very short time. 
All went well between the newly mar­ 
ried couple for quite a period, but perhaps 
six months ago rumors arose that all waB 
not as it had been between the two. 
The youDg gentleman left the house and 
went into the country to attend to some 
ranch interests he has a t a distance from 
the city. This was explained away at 
the time by friends of the fam ily; but 
yesterday a suit was brought by the lady 
to recover over $22,000, money alleged to 
have been lent to her young husband. 
This is the beginning of the end, and it 
is whispered that the end of tho affair is 
near. The details could not be learned, 
bb the papers in the case have been 
hidden away from all eyes bat those cf 
the attorneys.

T H S CASK STATED AT LKN6TH. 


A n E xhaustive U ocam ent-^T he Old 
Difficulty t , be Cleared Up 
a t L ast. 


The report of the committee appointed 
on July 9, 1889, to investigate the con­ 
duct and financial affaire of Colonel W. 
H . H . Russell, commanding officer ol 
the Seventh Regim ent, N. G. C., was 
submitted yesterday to General E . P. 
Johnson, the commanding officer of the 
First Brigade. 
The circumstances a t­ 
tending the appointment of the commit­ 
tee and the nature of its findings were 
outlined in yesterday’s H ebald. 
The 
committee consisted of W. G. Cochran, 
Lieutenant Colonel and Surgeon of the 
First Brigade; G. Wiley W ells, Major 
and Judge Advocate, and H. Z. Osborne, 
Captain and A. D. C. 
In April of 1887 a court of inquiry, 
composed of Major George H. Bone- 
brake, Major E . L. Stern and Captain 
W. G. Stephenson, was appointed, which 
made a report to General John R. 
Mathews, 
at th at time commanding 
the First Brigade. 
One paragraph in 
that report reads as follows: 
1'There was one fact which was proven 
to our satisfaction: That the sum of 
$11,213 30 had been received and handled 
by Major W . H . H . Russell belonging to 
the Eagle Corps company and battalion 
between November 18,1881, and July 1, 
1886. 
Major Russell presented an ac­ 
count to the court showing that the sum 
of $11,213.30 had been received by him 
as above stated, and the sum of $14,185.43 
had been expended by him, or by per­ 
sons under his direction or authority. 
Of the total sum expended by him he 
presented to the court vouchers to the 
amount of $6,465 68, leaving an amount 
of 
$7,719.75 
without vouchers. 
He 
therefore received and expended by his 
own showing the sum of $7,719.75 for 
which he has no vouchers.” 
The Eagle Corps referred to was the 
organization which preceded the National 
Guard in this city. W hen the latter was 
formed the Eagle Corps became com­ 
panies A and C, and the accounts were 
carried over from one to the other. 
Major Russell was the Captain of the 
corps and the Treasurer of its funds. 
The report of the former court con­ 
cluded as follows: 
"T he last hearing of the m atter before 
the court snowed that a different method 
had been adopted by the Eagle Corps in 
reference to money matters. A regular 
system of books is to be kept, and a 
committee of three is to disburse and 
order the disbursem ent of all moneys 
belonging to the battalion. 
* 
* 
* 
Inasm uch as a new system has been in­ 
augurated for keeping all books and ac­ 
counts and of disbursing the moneys of 
the battalion, we do not feel justified in 
recommending any further action in the 
m atter.” 
The report subm itted by the present 
Court of 
Inquiry consists of a 
vol­ 
ume of testim ony containing over 400 
pages of type-written m atter. 
This is 
supplem ented by a synopsis giving a 
general statem ent of the past history of 
th e case and reviewing the work of the 
form er court, whose decision is quoted 
above. 
After goÍDg over th e testimony 
of Colonel Russell and others on the 
m atter of the financial affairs which 
were in th at officer’s charge, it sum s up 
as follows: 
"T he evidence shows th at Colonel 
Russell received, from the date of the 
organization of the corps (June 9, 1881) 
to July 16, 1889, a total sum of $30,­ 
298 50. 
"T he former Court of Inquiry reported 
th at he had produced vouchers to the 
am ount of $6,465.68. 
H e has produced 
vouchers before this court for expend­ 
itures since that report was m ade to the 
am ount of $12,250.20, making a total 
expenditure for which 
he produces 
vouchers of $18,715 88. For the balance 
of the amount, $11,582 62, no proper 
vouchers have been presented to any 
competent authority ; and the vouchers 
which he did present show that the 
same were never audited by any audit­ 
ing committee, or were ever properly be­ 
fore any regular meeting of the Eagle 
Corps, or paid by warrant on the Treas­ 
urer properly drawn. 
"T he most utter disregard for accounts 
seems to have been the controlling mo­ 
tive, and certainly if it was not inten­ 
tional it succeeded in disguising the true 
disbursem ents and true condition of the 
corps as to their financial condition and 
standing.” 
The financial methods of Colonel Rus­ 
sell, in the Eagle Corps, and the efforts 
m ade to bring him to an accounting are 
thus set forth in the rep o rt: 
"T he 
CQurfc find that the company 
commander, 
Captain 
(now 
Colonel) 
Russell, assumed control of this organi­ 
sation ; th at thero were no proper books 
kept or attem pted to be kep t; or at leaBt 
none were produced before the court; 
and that every rule governing the organ­ 
ization was entirely disregarded; that 
th e organization seems to have been ran 
upon the idea of a personal one, rather 
tkan a m ilitary organization or a society. 
The m ethod practiced and pursued from 
the first date of the organization of the 
corps up to the date when the last meet­ 
ing was held, February 6, 1889, seems 
to have been uniformly the same—in 
total disregard of the rights of the mem 
bers. 
" I t is in evidence th at at times Colonel 
Russell read from m em oranda in his 
possession "so much money received 
and so much disbursed.” That was t h e 
only report in regard to fioances t h a t 
was ever made. 
T hat was the only 
knowledge that the corps ever had in 
relation to its finances. 
An attempt 
was m ade at the meeting on February 6 
1889, to reform the method of doing busi­ 
ness in said corps, and for the purpose of 
having the money regularly accounted 
to a Treasurer to be nam ed, and all bills 
first allowed by the corps, and the 
moneys drawn from the Treasurer upon 
warrants countersigned by the President. 
"U pon this attem pt 
bsing 
made, 
Colonel Russell declared th at the motion 
was out of order, and the meeting ad­ 
journed in some confusion. That was 
the last meeting ever held, although the 
members oi the corps assembled at the 
usual tim e, and waited for Colonel Rus­ 
sell to appear and call the corps to order. 
Colonel Russell explains this by saying 
th at the parties proposing these am end­ 
m ents were not m em bers of the Eagle 
Corps. The court, however, find that 
Colonel Russell before th at time had 
recognized them by appointing them 
upon committees and to various posi­ 
tions in said corps, and, therefore, the 
court concludes th at Colonel Russell’s 


claim is wholly unreasonable and his 
position untenable. 
" I t is the opinion of the court, clearly 
ahown and established both by the lease 
of Mott hall itself and the evidence, that 
Major Russell and Captains SUrin and 
K etlsr held the building in truBt for the 
Eagle Corps. and not otherw ise; and 
that the Eagle Corps were responsible for 
the rent of the building and its manage­ 
m ent; and that Colonel Russell had 
nothing more to do with the renting of 
the building than did Captains Starin 
and K etler; nor was he responsible to 
the lessor; but the Eagle Corps as an 
organization was the person alone re­ 
sponsible to Mott for his rent, and was 
responsible for the use of the hall and 
the management of affairs therein; that 
soon after the lease was executed, which 
was on the first day of December, 1885. 
W. C. 8tone was appointed janitor and 
continued as such janitor from that 
time up to the preseut, except a short 
iuterval during which tim e he was ab­ 
sent ; that his duties were to collect all 
moneys due for hall rent, and as such 
he claimed to keep a book from the 19th 
day of November, 1886. to April 3, 1889, 
showing all moneys received by him as 
Financial Secretary. Daring this time 
some of the moneys were paid directly 
to Colonel Russell, some to Captain 
Biles and some ro Captain McDonough 
He could not state how much had been 
collected by Colonel Russell, nor how 
much was collected by McDonough. The 
books show that Mr. Stone received from 
the rent of said hall from November 16 
1886, to May, 1889, a total sum amount­ 
ing to $10,492.35; that this money wai 
turned over to Colonel Russell; that the 
amount Colonel Russell received during 
this period he does not know, but that 
he received some portion of the money 
collected for the use of the hall. 
The total am ount paid out for Mott 
hall from November, 1886, to May, 1889, 
thirty-three m onths, at $200 per month 
amounts to $6,600. During th at same 
period of tim e, according to Stone’s testi­ 
mony, he received and paid over to Col­ 
onel Russell the moneys received for and 
on account of said hall, amounting to the 
sum of $10,492.35. T aling the amount 
of rent from the am ount received from 
said hall it leaves a net result of 
$3,892.25. Or, in other words, it would 
leave about 
$118 per month for extra 
expenses, independent 
of 
any State 
money received by him for or on account 
of said military organization; that dur­ 
ing the same period he received from 
the State the sum of $3,600, making a 
grand total for that period of time of 
$14,000.” 
The final conclusion of the Court cf In 
quiry is as follows: 
First—The court therefore finds that 
the management of the finances of Com­ 
panies A, O and F was irregular and im ­ 
properly kept, and they are unable by 
the most thorough investigation to find 
oat, satisfactorily to themselves, the 
amount of moneys actually received and 
actually disbursed and actually on ing to 
or by Colonel Russell, if any. 
Second—That the finances of the Eagle 
Corps were kept in a most reprehensible 
manner, and in such a way th at the 
court are unable to determ ine or report 
the amount of moneys actually received, 
or th e total am ount of moneys which 
were actually disbursed by Colonel Rus­ 
sell during the period covered by this re­ 
port w ith any degree of certainty. That 
the m anner of handling the finances dur­ 
ing this tim e was such as would not be 
tolerated for a moment by any private 
corporation, employer or person having 
the employment of a subordinate se­ 
lected for the purpose of handling the 
finances belonging to them. 
Third —That the moneys received from 
Armory hall were used by Colonel Rus­ 
sell in an arbitrary way and m anner; 
that the Eagle Corps knew little or noth­ 
ing regarding the amount received or 
for what purpose disbursed. They had 
as little knowledge as tne outside world. 
Colonel Russell conducted it as if he had 
rented the building and that the moneys 
were his private funds, and disbursed 
the same in a like m anner. 
The Court 
disapprove of his conduct in regard to 
this m atter wholly, and there is no ex­ 
cuse or explanation given for such con­ 
duct, and especially after he had prom­ 
ised the former Court of Inquiry that he 
would adopt a set of books and had 
adopted a set of books for the disburse­ 
ment of this fand « ith the other funds 
in accordance with law and in accord 
ance with an honest intention, so that 
any deficiency or irregularity could be 
ascertained upon investigation. They 
further find that Colonel Russell was 
guilty of falsehood and deceit in stating 
to the said board (as was testified by 
members of the said Court of Inquiry) 
that he would and had adopted a set of 
books, and that no moneys would be re­ 
ceived or disbursed except upon proper 
vonchers, proper entry and an auditing 
committee’s report upon the same. 
Fourth—That as to the leaBe of Armory 
hall, the court finds that it was wholly 
owned by the Eagle Corps, or by the 
companies belonging to the Eagle Corps, 
for their benefit, and for no other pur­ 
pose. It was rented wholly for military 
purposes; that Major Russell and the 
pariies renting the same acted as trus­ 
tees and obtained the lease for said organ 
ization. 
Fifth—That the failure to keep intelli­ 
gible books of record in transactions of 
such large amount, in which the position 
of the fiscal officer was one of trust, con­ 
stitutes a reckless disregard of all busi­ 
ness methods, impeaches the sense of 
responsibility of Colonel Russel), and 
proves him to be either utterly inefficient 
or absolutely dishonest. 
Sixth—That these various 
acts of 
Colonel Russell have brought scandal 
upon 
the military organization with 
which he is connected, and have re­ 
sulted in serious demoralization and loss 
of that respect and confidence neceseary 
for the maintenance of proper discip 
line. 
The court, after due deliberation *and 
consideration of all the evidence taken in 
the case, feel that they are under obliga­ 
tion to report to the commanding officer, 
recommending that Colonel W. H . H. 
Russell be court-martialed.

T h e C o m m ittee M eet a n d E le c t a 
S a p e r la te n d e a t* 
The Citrus F air Com m ittee m et yes­ 
terday morning a t the rooms of the 
Cham ber of- Commerce. 
Senator Mc- 
Comae, of Pom ona, occupied the chair, 
and F. Edw ard Grey, of Alhambra] 
acted as Secretary. In addition to these 
two, there were present F rank A. Miller, 
of R iverside; H . K. Snow,of Tustin,and 
Eugene Germ ain, of this city. The en­ 
tire morning session of the committee 
was given up to a consideration of the 
question of w hether the attem pt to give 
a fair this year should be abandoned or 
not. 
Messrs. Snow and M iller expressed 
themselves as opposed to the effort to 
hold any fair. 
The grounds stated by 
them for this course was th at the people 
of this section objected very strongly to 
G. W. Hancock as director, and that good 
frnit was no longer obtainable for exhibit 
purposes, it having all been sold. Mr. 
Miller said th at San Bernardino county 
had just raised $5,000 for an exhibit in 
New York, and they had sent on some of 
their best fruit to that city for exhibi­ 
tion. This gentleman also made the 
statem ent th at many of the newspapers 
of this county had opposed the holding 
of the fair, although he neglected to name 
any of them. 
Mr. Snow said that nearly all of the 
good fruit in Orange county had been 
sold. He questioned whether the re­ 
quired guarantee could be raised. 
A letter was read from Frank A. K im ­ 
ball, of 8an Diego, in which he showed 
bis hand pretty plainly as being of the 
opinion that it would be a good thing for 
San Diego to have the fair given np this 
year. 
A vote was finally taken with the re­ 
sult that M iller and Snow voted in favor 
of giving up the fair, and Grey, Mc- 
Comas and Germain voted to hold it. 
In the afternoon the committee met 
again and decided that since the fair was 
to be held they would all ge to work and 
do their best to make it a success. C. 
M. Wells was elected a member of the 
committee to take the place of A. H. 
Danker, who had resigned. A Finance 
Committee,consisting of Wells, Germain 
and Grey, was appointed to solicit sub­ 
scriptions to the guarantee fund of $2,500. 
F. Edward Grey was elected Superin­ 
tendent of the fair, and the committee 
then adjourned until next Wednesday 
morning, 


F a ls e P r e te n se s. 
Yesterday afternoon J. F. Bedwell, 
formerly a real estate dealer of this city, 
was arrested by Constable Clement and 
his deputy, Taney, on a warrant charging 
him with having, on the 13th of Novem­ 
ber last, attem pted to obtain money 
under false pretenses from J. S. Chad­ 
wick.

W a s h in g t o n , Ja n u a ry 2 3 .— In t^ e Sen­ 
ate today V est presen ted th e credentials 
of C lark an d M aginnis as Senators-elect 
from M ontana. 

T he 
four claim an ts from M ontana w ere ad* 
m itte d to th e privileges of th e floor, 
pending th e contest. 
T he bill increasing to $800,000 th e ap­ 
pro p riatio n for th e site for a public build’ 
ing in Sau Francisco, was reported from 
th e com m ittee an d placed on th e calen­ 
d ar. 
T he Senate bill for th e im m ediate a p ­ 
p ro p ria tio n of $500,000 for th e continu­ 
ance of th e im provem ents at th e m outh 
of th e C olum bia riv er, was passed ; also 
one to place G eneral Stonem an on th e re­ 
tire d list as Colonel of In fan try . 
T he 8 en ate took up B utler's Negro 
E m ig ratio n bill, an d Ingalls addressed 
th e Senate. 
Follow ing are extracts from 
In g alls's a d d re ss: 
“ O n th e threshold of our second cen­ 
tu ry we are confronted w ith th e m ost 
form idable and portentous problem ever 
su b m itted to a free people for solution; 
com plex, 
u nprecedented, 
involving 
social, m oral an d political considerations, 
p arty suprem acy, and in th e estim ation 
of m any (though n ot in m y own) th e ex ­ 
istence of au r system of governm ent. 
Its solution w ill dem and all th e resources 
an d statesm an sh ip of th e present and 
of th e futu re to p rev en t a crisis th a t m ay 
becom e a catastro p h e. 
I t should be ap­ 
proached w ith candor, w ith solem nity, 
w ith , a patriotic purpose, w ith fearless 
s c ru tin y ; w ithout subterfuge and w ith ­ 
o ut reserve. 
T he line of cleavage be­ 
tw een 
w hites 
an d 
blacks 
is 
be­ 
com ing constantly 
m ore 
distinct and 
perceptible. 
Politically th ey are affili­ 
ated w ith th e victors in th e late civil 
w ar. 
Socially and by locality and resi­ 
dence, th ey are associated w ith th e van­ 
qu ish ed . 
F red D ouglass, th e m ost illus­ 
trio u s living representative of the negro 
race, once said to m e th a t he thought as 
prejudice an d social pnd political a n ­ 
tagonism disappeared th e races would 
blen d , coalesce an d becom e hom ogene­ 
ous. 
I do n ot agree w ith him . 
Such a 
solution, in m y judgm ent, would per­ 
p etu ate th e vices of both races and th e 
v irtu es of n eith er." 
A lter praising th e colored people for 
th e ir fidelity to th e South during the 
w ar, he s a id : “ I t seem s incredible th a t 
g ratitu d e should not have defended and 
shield ed them from th e hideous and in ­ 
describable w rongs an d crim es of w hich 
th ey have been for a q uarter of a century 
th e guiltless an d u nresisting victim s." 
Ingalls w ent on to speak of th e d eter­ 
m in atio n of th e South to elim inate th e 
negro as a factor from its political and 
social histo ry , an d quoted evidence on 
th a t point from D em ocratic papers and 
D em ocratic politicians. 
H e particularly 
instanced th e recen t Jackson, M issis­ 
sippi, election, an d quoted a statem ent 
tn a t th e election a t Jackson was the 
m o st outrageous ever seen, th e town 
h aving been tak en possession of 
by 
toughs w ith rifles. 
I t was said Senator 
G eorge’s son w as one of th e riflem en. 
R esum ing, Ingalls s a id : 
“ The pre­ 
te x t for th is condition of things all rests 
upon th e fear of negro suprem acy. 
To 
th is nullification of th e constitution, th e 
people of th e N orth have apparently con­ 
sen ted . 
T he South is standing upon a 
volcano. 
T he South is sitting upon a 
safety valve. 
A lready m utterings of dis­ 
content by 
hostile 
organizations are 
h eard . 
T he use of th e «torch and dagger 
is advised. 
I deplore it; b u t as God is 
m y judge, I say no o ther people on the 
face of th e ea rth have ever subm itted to 
such w rongs an d injustice as have ijr 
tw enty years been p u t upon th e colored 
m en of th e S outh, w ithout revolution and 
bloo d sh ed ." 
In g alls w ent on to w arn th e South of 
th e n atu ral consequences of its course 
tow ard th e colored people. 
H e said: 
“ D espotism m akes N ih ilists." 
Ingalls th en spoke of an outrage com ­ 
m itted a t A berdeen, M ississippi, on th e 
day of Jefferson D avis’s funeral, w hen a 
G erm an tin n er, a citizen of In diana, ac­ 
cid en tally , in th e course of his w ork, let 
fall from a h ouse roof a cable w hich 
h ad 
b een stretch ed across th e street 
by 
citizens, 
bearing 
an effigy oi 
th e 
Secretary 
of 
W ar, 
w ith 
the 
in scrip tio n : “ R ed Proctor, T ra ito r." For 
tbiB accident, Ingalls said , th e tinner 
waB bru tally w hipped by one M cDonald, 
receiving a t least 200 lashes, and being 
nearly blinded an d terribly lacerated. 
M cD onald was fined $30. 
T he citizens 
subscribed tw ice th e am ount, discharged 
th e fine, paid for th e broken w hip, bought 
a railroad tick et for th e victim and sent 
h im o ut of tow n. 
If, continued Ingalls, 
an outrage lik e, th a t h ad been inflicted 
on an A m erican citizen in E ngland, 
F ran ce, 8 pain, o r anyw here on th e face 
of th e ea rth , an d th e re h ad not been in ­ 
stan tan eo u s disavow al or reparation, a 
m illion m en in th is country would have 
sprung to arm s to avenge th e outrage and 
w rong. 
B ut th e outrage w as inflicted in 
M ississippi, an d th e perpetrators go u n ­ 
w hipped of justice. 
R ace antagonism applied only to col­ 
ored m en . 
W ere th ey all D em ocrats th e 
race question w ould be over. 
Four 
solutions of th e problem h ad been sug­ 
gested—em igration, 
exterm ination, a b ­ 
sorption an d d isfran ch isem en t; but there 
waB still a fifth solution w hich never h ad 
been tried , and th a t solution wras justice. 
“ I appeal 
to 
th e S outh,” 
he 
e x ­ 
claim ed, “ to try th e experim ent of justice. 
Btack your guns, open your ballot-boxes, 
reg ister your voters, and if after th e ex ­ 
perim en t has been fairly and honestly 
tried , it appears th a t th e A frican race is 
in capable of civilization, if it appears 
th a t 
th e 
com plexion b u rn t on him 
by 
th e su n 
is 
incom patible 
w ith 
freedom , 
I 
w ill 
pledge m yself to 
consult w ith you ab o u t som e m easure of 
solving th e race problem . 
B ut until 
th e n nothing can be done. 
T he citizen­ 
sh ip of th e negro m ust be absolutely 
recognized; h is rig h t to vote m ust be ad ­ 
m itted , an d th e ballots he casts m ust be 
honestly counted. 
These are th e essen­ 
tial p relim inary conditions precedent to 
any consideration, and th e ulterior and 
fu ndam ental questions of race suprem acy, 
or race equality,in th eU nited S tates,N orth 
o r S outh. 
Those w ho freed th e slaves 
ask noth in g m ore ; they w ill be content 
w ith nothing leBS. T he experim ent m ust 
b e fairly trim !." 
A t th e conclusion of Ingalls’s address 
th e Senate adjourned till M onday.

The suggestion of Col. Ingersoll, in his 
late address upon crimes, that he would 
place hardened criminals upon an island 
where they would have to make their 
own living, and separate the sexes so 
that the breed might not be reproduced, 
if it could be carried out, would doubt­ 
less enure to the safety and benefit of 
society. But the question arises, how 
and where are we to draw the line be­ 
tween criminals whose reformation is 
hopeless and those who may not be per­ 
fectly hardened ? It is true there is a 
grade of oriminals away down in the 
depths of their class that there could 
be 
no 
doubt 
about, 
and 
even 
amongst these there may be some 
susceptible of reformation. But to draw 
a line through the center of the class 
that becomes convicts and arbitrarily 
deport one-half of it to Ingersoll island 
and leave the other to the common 
prisons, would doubtless operate un­ 
justly to individuals in both halves. 
Criminals cannot be sorted out like po­ 
tatoes or onions according to size, and 
one lot condemned to perpetual punish­ 
ment and the other to the chances of 
the ordinary penitentiary. The other day 
W illiam McGlory left a St. Louis hotel 
and carried off by mistake the satchel of 
a fellow-guest. When he got to Kansas 
City he discovered that he had the wrong 
satchel by the contents. Whilst his 
should have only contained a change of 
linen, the other was packed with over 
one hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
negotiable securities and other valua­ 
bles. Mr. McGlory at once rectified the 
mistake by returning to St. Louis, hand­ 
ing over the satchel that did not belong 
to him and receiving his own. 
Ten 
years ago Wm. McGlory wonld, in snch 
a partition of criminals as Col. Ingersoll 
proposes, have gone to the island of 
perpetual punishment. 
There would 
have 
been 
no 
doubt about his 
case, for he had sounded the whole 
gamut of the criminal scale, from its 
highest to its lowest tone. Yet for ten 
years McGlory has been a bright and 
shining light in the ranks of reformed 
reprobates. He has been a class leader 
in religion, and gone down into the slums 
he so long floundered in himself to drag 
out the wretches that are still there. 
Nor is McGlory the only instance of 
reformation amongst what we commonly 
consider the hopeless criminal class. 
We might cite “ Awful Gardner,” Sim 
McDonald and many others. It is in 
theee moral eccentricities that we would 
be puzzled to lay down an inflexible 
law of separation of the criminal classes, 
and draw the line between the hopeless 
and the hopeful depiaved. If eeated 
crime were like leprosy, scientifically 
defined and unmistakably located, Col. 
Ingersoll’a Molokai for the incurable 
criminal would be a good thing for soci­ 
ety without being a bad thing for the 
individual McGlorys who should be 
sorted out for perpetual punishment. 
W hen Col. Ingersoll lays down the broad 
proposition, that as long as the world 
sees great thieves succeed in their stu­ 
pendous robberies and receive the hom­ 
age of society, there will be little 
thieves to fill all the prisons, he 
is right, 
“ Extreme poverty 
and 
crime 
go hand in 
hand,” and 
the true way to reduce crime and 
the numbsr of criminals is to reform 
bad and nnequal laws—laws that oppress 
one class for the benefit of another class 
—laws that favor all sorts of grabs and 
spoliation—laws that help to make the 
rich richer and the poor poorer—laws 
that grind the people with unnecessary 
taxation and imposts,—let these be re­ 
formed, and let this reformation be sup­ 
plemented with right instead of wrong 
systems of distribution, and there will 
be fewer little as well as big thieves to 
vex society and perplex the humanita­ 
rian.

Amongst the economical questions re 
lating to products of the soil, there is 
none more interesting or worthy of the 
serious attention of agriculturists and 
capitalists than that which treats of the 
production of sugar from the beet. The 
great improvements that have lately 
been made in machinery in the beet 
sugar factories of Europe have demon­ 
strated that they are producing sugar at 
the cost of only two cents per pound 
This is one and a half cents less than 
Me. E. H. Dyer, Superintendent of the 
Alvarado factory, says it costs his factorv 
to make refined sugar. 
In 1887 
the Association Oderbruch and Pomera­ 
nia gathered the data from sixty-four 
first-class factories in Germany, showing 
at what price they are now manufactur­ 
ing sugar. The special publication, The 
Sugar Beet, thus treats of the results ob­ 
tained : “ To think that it is possible, by 
improved appliances, to extract 11.31 per 
cent, of sugar from the beet, and an ad­ 
ditional 0.65 per cent, from the molasses, 
or a total of 11 96 pounds per 100 pounds 
of beets, is calculated to cause a thrill of 
satisfaction in the hearts of Americans 
who contend for the bsst welfare 
of their country. The cost of this 
sugar was only two cents ^er pound. 
These, however, are actual fACts, and 
could be repeated in the United States. 
This beet sugar is placed on the European 
m arket in quantities sufficient for the 
entire American consumption. We only 
have to follow the example given us to 
become the masters and not the slaves 
of the world’s sugar trade. Why these 
great opportunities are neglected remains 
a mystery to those who have the coun­ 
try’s industries truly at heart.” Why, 
sure enough! The beet sugar industry 
his now reached such a point of scien­ 
tific and mechanical progress, not 
to say perfection, and its value 
and importance to the agricultural 
interests of the country are so appar­ 
ent, that capitalists should no loDger 
hesitate to enter the vast field it opens to 
legitimate enterprise, and thereby free 
this country from its disgraceful depend 
ence upon other nations for an article of 
food which our soil can furnish the raw 
material for so cheaply and abundantly. 
It must be remembered that the new soil 
of our country is far more productive in 
sugar than that of the old countries 
where the sugar beet is now raised. Per­ 
haps the reports published above from 
the aixty-/our factories give a fair 
basis 
for 
this 
kind of 
com­ 
parison. 
There 11.96 per cent, is 
considered a good yield; but even 
with our imperfect machinery in Cali­ 
fornia compared with the improved 
German machinery, we are now at our 
factories extracting from 16 to 20 per 
cent of eugar from the home-raised beet, 
Beets raised ia this section of the State 
and crushed at the Alvarado factory ex­ 
hibited an average of 18 per cent. There 
are large areas of territory at this end of 
the State that it would pay well to plant 
to the sugar beet if we had the factories 
to extract the sugar. It needs but con­ 
certed action between our farmers and 
capitalists to secure these factories. 
They pay largely on the capital invested. 
They would give the farmer a large re­ 
turn for his crop, and they would secure 
employment to a great number of skilled 
and unskilled laborers in the factories 
and in the fields.

S an F r a n c is c o , January 2 3.— A special 
from Washington says: Los Angeles 
postoffice affairs scorn to be at a stand­ 
still. The reporter who was informed 
that Vice-President Morton had blocked 
Green’s appointment at the White

not asked that the appointment be held 
up, but that he asked the President if 
Green could not be given another place, 
and that consideration be given to a 
friend of his who lived in Los Angeles, 
It has since transpired that the “ friend” 
is a nephew of the Vice-President, bearing 
the same name.

Vandever refused to 
talk to newspaper men, but from reliable 
sources it is learned that he gave the 
President his views of the case. The 
President showed a weakening in favor 
of t e Vice-President by suggesting that 
Green had prejudiced himself by sending 
out an affidavit in reply to Otis, 
of the Times, of Los Angeles, and that it 
might be better to select a compromise 
candidate for the place. Vandever, it 
is said, maintained that Green had been 
selected for postmaster of Los Angeles 
by the entire California delegation, and 
if there were no charges against him, 
there was no reason to delay his appoint­ 
ment. The President, however, seems 
desirous to put Green down anil oblige 
th9 Vice-President, who seems to have 
taken a deep interest in the postmaster­ 
ship of Los Angeles. 
[Local inquiry seems to demonstrate 
Vice-President Morton’s nephew in this 
city to be a myth. There are a number 
of citizens who bear Levi P.’s surname, 
but so far as knowD, none of them has 
yet confessed kinship with the Vice­ 
President, and not one of them 
has even been so much as thought 
of in connection with the post 
mastership. 
Be that as it may. 
the fact remains that Mr. Green’s nom­ 
ination is antagonized by Mr. Morton, 
and it looks as though his favorite, who­ 
ever he be, may be appointed, despite 
the wishes of the California delegation 
in Congress.

The convention then proceeded to the 
election of officers, and Mrs. Tilton, of 
the District of Columbia, in a ringing 
speech, nominated for President Mrs. J. 
Ellon Foster, of Iowa. 
Mrs. Foster 
arose, and thaokiDg the convention 
warmly, said she had never shirked 
duty, but believed now she could do 
more good in the canse of temperance on 
the platform, and asked the ladies not to 
vote for her. Mrs. Walker, of Miune- 
sota, then nominated Mrs. Ellen 
G. Phinney, of Ohio, and the nomi­ 
nation was seconded by several amid 
loud applause. Miss Doty, of Cleveland, 
nominated Mrs. Aldrich, of Iowa, saying 
Ohio could not afford to lose Mre. Phin­ 
ney ; besides, the letter’s health might 
not be equal to the task. The informal 
ballot resulted : Mrs. Phinney, 100; Mrs. 
Aldrich, 37; Mrs. Campbell, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, 20. 
Mrs. Phinney expressed gratitude, but 
hoped the formal ballot would be cast 
for Mrs. Aldrich. The lafcler lady, how­ 
ever, moved to make the informal ballot 
formal, and this was done with a rush, 
when Mrs. Phinney was formally elected 
President.

S t. P a u l, January 23.*—A Pierre 
S. D., special to the Pioneer Press says 
Trouble has broken out agrin on the 
“mile square” between intending set­ 
tlers and Indians. The latter, anticipat­ 
ing the immediate opening of the reser­ 
vation, are cutting all the wood along 
the banks of the Missouri river and 
hauling it back to the lands which 
they intend to take up according 
to the provisions of tbe Sioux bill. The 
settlers think thie is an injustice to 
them, and hence the trouble. Today an 
attempt was made by the settlers on the 
“ mile square” to stop the Indians, and 
for a while it looked like there wonld be 
a serious battle. 
Troops were hurried 
forward, however, and sent the settlers 
back on the space allowed them. The 
Indians have already hauled off about 
one thousand cords of wood. The North­ 
western railroad officials now declare 
that they intend to hold the “ mile 
square,” according to the treaty of 1879 
with the Indians.

MANY HARDSHIPS OCCASIONED, 


Passengers Returned to San Fran­ 
cisco—A Fresh Invoice of 
the Beautiful. 


I AaBoci&ted Press Dispatches to the Hkrald. 


Sacraménto, January 23.—According 
to present indications, there are no pros­ 
pects that the snow blockade on the 
Sierras, which has now lasted nine dayp, 
will soon be broken. This afternoon the 
rotary plow, with four engines, got stuck 
in a cut near Shady Run. 
There are 
several cuts between Towle’s and Shady 
Run where the banks are so high that 
the rotary will not throw the snow over 
the embankment, in consequence of 
which it tnmbles back upon the track, 
burying the plow completely.

Snow is falling on the hills again this 
evening, banking up in the cuts and cov­ 
ering the road. 
Tee indications are 
that the night will be a stormy one. 
John Cogían, the operator at Cascade, 
who has been sicc with pneumonia, died 
last evening. 
The only person on the imprisoned 
train at Shady Run who seems to have 
been Bsriously affected is MrS. Heath, the 
mother of Ida Heath, of the Howard 
Athenaeum theatrical company. A few 
evenings ago she became deranged and 
plunged into a snow-bank, bat was dug 
out by the passengers. She was locked 
in one of the coach apartments, but soon 
clambered from the car window. She 
was fonnd beneath one of the coaches 
almost senseless, having received an 
ugly wound on the head. It is thought 
she will recover. 
The situation tonight is practically un­ 
changed on the Central Pacific and Ore­ 
gon lines, and the BDOw-bound passen­ 
gers are no nearer freedom than they 
were several days ago. Snow is falling 
fast and freezing as soon as it falls.

If 
those Indians are turned loose again on 
the people of Arizona, life will be unsafe, 
and property which in the past three 
years of undisturbed peace and tranquil­ 
ity, has grown in value, would not be 
worth ono*half its present value. If the 
Indian prisoners are unhealthy where

now are, at Carlisle and Mt.

THE ROTARY AT WORK. 


Tire C entral Pacific All Cleared but 
One Mile. 
C ot.f a x , Cal., January 23—The rotary 
plow has reached within one mile of 
Towle’s.

efforts to raise the blockade tonight, but 
it is very improbable that trains will 
move till tomorrow. Over 1,200 men are 
at work between Alta and Summit; forty- 
five engines have been released between 
these points.

S an F ra n c isc o , January 23.—A diB- 
patch was received at railroad head­ 
quarters tnis morning statiog that the 
rotary plow, which was disabled yester­ 
day afternoon, had commenced work at 
3 this morning, cleared the snow from 
three miles cf track, and opened the way 
for trains from Towle’s to Shady Run. 
The plow was still working splendidly at 
last accounts. Superintendent Fillmore 
expresses great hope that the blockade 
will soon be raised. 


The Rio Grande Road Open.

T h e R t f a l a i Meeting of ike B * » f i 
• f Directors. 
The regular meeting of the Board of 
Directora of the Chamber of Commerce 
took place yesterday afternoon. 
Ten 
members were present, and Hervey 
Lindley occupied the chair. 
The committee which was appointed a 
week ago to recommend some candidate 
to the Governor for a position on the 
8tate Board of Agriculture representing 
the southern section of the State, re 
ported. They submitted the name of H. 
Z. Osborne. The report was adopted, 
and will be submitted to the next meet­ 
ing of the Chamber. 
Tne committee, consisting of the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary of the Chamber and 
the Committee on Ways and Means, 
which was appointed by the directors at 
their last meeting to decide on the mat­ 
ter of the new quarters for the Chamber, 
reported, asking for more time. It was 
granted them. They reported progress, 
and, on motion, th e . board decided that 
the Mott hall proposition was the most 
satisfactory thus far received. 
It was moved and carried that the 
* board heartily endorse the effort of the 
Oi£rns Fair Committee to raise a guaran* 
tee fund, and pledged its support to the 
undertaking. It was also decided that 
the Board of Trade, Horticultural Society, 
Viticultural League, and other local or­ 
ganizations of a similar character be re­ 
quested to use their utmost endeavors to 
make the fair a success, both in its ex­ 
hibit of citrus fruits and in its financial 
affairs. 
The Secretary announced that he had 
paid the fee necessary for the admission 
of the Chamber into the Pacific Coast 
Board of Commerce. 
On motion, Major Jones was instructed 
to appoint four other delegates to attend 
with himself che convention, which will 
take place next week in Ban Francisco. 
A letter from San Pedro was read re­ 
lating to the bonding of the property 
which was offered for railroad purposes 
at a recent joint meeting of Council and 
Supervisors held for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing railway interests of this section. 
A communication with regard to the 
Torey bankrupt bill was read and filed. 
The board then adjourned. 


A DISGUSTED ATHLETE. 


Be' W l n i Some Races b a t Falle to 
Vet tbe Prizes. 
Ou Hew Year's Day the Pickwick Club 
of Pasadena, assisted by the Valley 
Hunting Clnb, got up an athletic enter­ 
tainment in the shape of a field day, 
Two of the^principal events were a 100 
yard* dash and a mile ran. A prize of a 
valuable solid silver cop was offered to 
the winner of each of these, and com­ 
petition was open to everyone who en­ 
tered in accordance with the conditions 
C. Y. Howard, a young athlete of this 
city, who has made a good record in a 
number of such affairs, went out to Pasa­ 
dena with his running clothes and shoes, 
entered for both races and won them 
both. There was some little talk at the 
time about his being an outsider, but no 
objection was made to his entering and 
he was formally judged the winner of the 
heats. 
The obtaining of the prizes, however, 
was not so easy. Howard wrote out to 
the clnb several times, asking that they 
be sent to his address, but they did not 
come. At last he learned that the solid 
silver caps, valued at $25 each, had gone 
to the men who had come in second best 
on the two heats. In short, after the 
whole affair was over, they decided to 
rale him oat on tbe groand that he did 
not live in PasadeDa. 
But the worst of it all was that this 
week he did receive 
some 
prizes 
after all. 
They were a small cup made 
of pewter washed over with silver, the 
value of which would approximate two 
dollars and a quarter, and a small three- 
dollar clock. It was evident that the 
clnb thought that something ought to be 
done to soothe the wounded feelings of 
the man who had honestly won the races 
and was then cheated out of the rewards 
thereof.

had washed out from its junction with 
the river a distance of over half a mile 
and it is estimated that it will cost about 
$2,000 to rebuild it. Ou the east bank 
of the river the gate at the entrance to 
Zanja Ho. 7, which has stood a number 
of years, was washed out and the ditch 
was considerably damaged. The main 
supply ditch, which runs along the river 
bank to a point nearly opposite Burbank, 
was also badly washed out. Besides 
these injuries there are a number of 
smaller breaks reported and it is said 
that it will cost the city in the neighbor­ 
hood of $5,000 to place the zanjas in as 
good a condition as they were in before 
the rains.
